FOOTNOTES FOR CHAPTER IND 90
I Specific economic and fringe benefits, {Interpretation)

{a) The term *“other economic benefit” as used in s. 103,49, Stats., is the so-called “open end"”
provision. This was included so that new fringe benefits may be recognized by the department
as they become prevailing. A partieular fringe beneht need not be recognized beyond a partic-
ular area in order for the department to find that it is prevailing in that area.

(b) T'o insure against considering and giving eredit to any and all economic and fringe benefits
some of which might be illusory or not genuine, the qualification required by the department
is that such economic and fringe benefits must be bona fide. No difficulty is anticipated in de-
termining whether a particular economic or fringe benefit is bona fide in the ordinary case
where benefits are those common in the construction industry and which are established under
a ustial fund, plan or program. The following are typical conventional économic and fringe
benefits: medical or hospital care, pensions on retirement or death, compensation for injuries
or illness resulting from occupational activity, or insurance to provide any of the foregoing,
unemployment benefits, life insurance, disability and sickness insurance, or accident insur-
ance, vacation and holiday pay, defrayment of costs of apprenticeship or other similar pro-
grams, or other bona fide economic and fringe benefits, but only where the employer is not
required by other federal, state, or local law to provide any of such benefits. Employers may
take credit for contributions made under such conventional plans without requesting the ap-
proval of the department. : o

(e} Economic and fringe benefits which an employer is obligated to provide under other fed-
eral, state, or local law are excluded. No credif imay be taken under s, 66.203, Stats,, for the
payments made for such benefits. For example, payments for worker’s compensation insur-
ance under either a compulsory or elective state statute are not payments for economic or
fringe benefits under s. 66,293, Stats, The omission in s, 103.49, Stats., of any expressed refer-
ence to these payments, which are common in the construction industry, suggests that these
payments should not normally be regarded as bona fide economic and Iringe benefits under s.

183.49, Stats. :

2 Although contributions made to a trustee or third person pursuant to a benefit plan must
be irrevocably made, this does not prevent return to the employer of sums which were paid in
excess of the contributions actually called for by the plan, as where such excess payments re-
sulbt from error or from the necessity of making payments to cover the estimated cost of con-
tributions at a time when the exact amount of the necessary contributions under the plan is
not yet ascertained. For example, a benefit plan may provide for definite insurance benefits for
employesin the event of the happening of a specified contingency such as death, sickness, acei-
dent, ete,, and may provide that the cost of such definite benefits, either in full or any balance
in excess of specified employe contributions, will be borne by the employer. Tn such case the
return by the insurance company to the employer of sums paid in excess of the amount re-
quired to provide the benefits whieh, under the plan, are to be provided through centributions
by the employer, will not be deemed a recapture or diversion by the employer of contribution
made pursuant to the plan.

3 The phrase “fund, plan or program’ is intended merely to reco; ize the various types of
arrangements commeonly used to provide economic and fringe benefits through employer con-
tributions. In interpreting this phrase, the department will be guided by the experience of the
United States department of labor and United States treasury department in adminis ering
the Employe Retirement Income Seeurity Act of 1974, of the U.8. department of labor in ad-
ministering other related programs, and of the Wisconsin state insurance commissioner in ad-
ministering employe welfare funds under ch. 211, Stats,

+ These provisions are intended to permit the consideration of economic and fringe benefits
meeting the requirements and which are provided from the general assets of an employer.

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5 Asin the case of other economic and fringe benefits payable under 3. 66.293, Stats., an un-
funded plan or program must be “bona fide” and not a mere simulation or sham for avoiding
compliance with s, 66.203, Stats, :

6 (a) Types of wage determinations:

1. When economic and {ringe benefits are prevailing for various classes of laborers, workers
and mechanies in the area, such benefits are includable in any department determination. Ii-
lustrations contained in footnote 9, s, Ind 90,04 and 90.05, set forth some of the different types
of wage determinations which may be made in such cases.

2. When economie and fringe benefits for various classes of la‘borers, workers and rpechanics
do not prevail in the area, the wage determination shall contain only the hourly basic rates of
pay, that is, only the cash wages which are prevailing for the various classes of Iaborers, work-
ers and mechanies. An illustration of this situation is contained in footnote 9, 5. Ind 90.04.

(b} Subsequent determinations:

1. Except as provided in sub, (b) 3,, subsequent determinations by the department which
medify or otherwise change the provisions of the original determination shall be made within
30 days after the department issued the determination. o

2. 1f the contracts are not awarded or negotiated or if the project is rebid or renegotiated more
than 180 days after the date of the original determination, then the municipality shall request
anew determination prior to soliciting bids or entering into a contract through direct negotia-

tion.

3. Requests for prevailing wage rates for trades or occupations which are required in the work
contemplated, but which are not included in the original determination, may be requested
before or after the contracts are awarded or negotiated. } :

7 Phe terms include without limitation, buildings, structures, and improvements of all types
such as sanit sewer or sewerage works, garbage incinerators, swimming pools, tennis
courts, parks, playgrounds, golf links, bathing beaches, bathhouses, city halls, courthouses,
Jalls, schools, hospitals, homes for the aged or indigent, dams, plants, parkways, subways,
tunnels, sewers, mains, power lines, pumping stations, railways, airperts, terminals, docks,

iers, wharves, ways, lighthouses, buoys, jetties, breakwaters, levees, canals, dredging, shor-

B The term “site of the work" normally contemplates a larger area than that which the com-
pleted building or work will actually oceupy and will vary in size with the nature of the work
required to be done on the project. Obviously, on some projects all of the work may be per-
formed within a few feet from where the installation or work is or will be located, while on
others requiring elaborate facilities such as a dam, or flood control project, the area may be
quite extenslve, In order to apply the phrase “site of work” in a sound and realistic manner, it
ls_ltﬁportant to examine both the geographical and functional aspects of the work in question
with some care. i : : Lo

Based on the above Hlustration and assumptions, examples of ways of meeting wage determi-
nation obligations are shown below: ’

A, Steaight time cash and fringe payment examples:

Example I: An emgloyer may discharge obligations for the payment of the $3.15 hourly ba-
sie rate of pay and the 30,15, $0.20 and $0.10 hourly fringe benefit contributions in the above
illustration for *“Brush Painter” in the following ways: (1} By paying nof less than the basie
hourly rate and by making the contributions for the fringe benefits as specified, For example,
the obligations will be met by the payment of a straight time hourly rate of not less than $3.15

and by contributing not less than at the rate of 15 cents an hour for health and welfare bene- -

fitg, 10 cents an hour for pensions, and 20 centa an hour for vacation; or (2) By paying not less
than the basic hourly rate and by meking contributions for “bona fide"” fringe benefits in a
total amount not less than the total of the fringe benefits required. For example, the obh%:;-
tions will be met by the payment of a straight time hourly rate of not less than $3.15 and by
contributions of not less than a total of 46 cents an hour for “bona fide” fringe benefits; or (3)
By paying in cash directly for the basic hourly rate and by making an additional cash pay-
ment in lieu of the required benefits. For example, where an employer does not make paﬂr—
ments or incur coats for fringe benefits, obligations would be met by paying directly a straight
time hourly rate of not less than $3.60 ($3.15 basic hourly rate plus 45 centa for Iringe bene-
fits); or (4) The employer may discharge minimum wa%e obligations for the payment of
straight time wages and fringe benefits by a combination of the methods illustrated in subpar-
agraphs (1) thru (3) of this paragraph. Thus, for example, cbligations may be met oy an
hourly rate, partly in cash and partly in payments or costs for fringe benefits which totai not
Tess than $3.60 ($3.15 basic hourly rate plus 45 cents for fringe benefits), The payments in such
case may be $3.35 in cash and 25 cents in payments or costs in fringe benefits. Or, they may be
$3.00 in cash or 60 cents in payments or costs for fringe benefits.

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Example 2: An employer may satisly the obligations for the pa{;ment of the $3.90 hourly
basic rate of pay and the $0.10 per hour payment for health and welfare benefits and the $0.18
Per hour payment for vacation benefits in the above illustration for #*Iron Worker" in the fol-
owing ways:

(1) By paying not less than $3,90 per hour in cash, plus making payments {o established
health and welfare and vacation programs in amounts which total not less than $0.20 per hour
for either health and welfare or for vacations, or both; or (2) If the payments made to health
and welfare or vacation programs, or to both programs, is greater than the combined total of
50.20 per hour, the excess may be applied toward the $3.90 basie hourly wage rate, i.e., by
paying a cash hourly wage rate of $3.80, plus $0.30 per hour in fringe benefits of the type, or
types, predetermined. (Note, however, that overtime premium would be computed on the
$3.90 basle hourly wage rate contained in the wage deciston,); or (3) By paying not less than
$3.90 per hour in cash, plus payinﬁ an additional $0.20 per hour in cash for fringe benefits. (In
other words, the ironworker would receive a straight-time cash rate of $4.10 per hour.); or (4)
By paying not less than $3.90 per hour in cash, plus an additional cash anment of $0.10 per
hour to the ironworker, plus a contribution of $0.10 per hour to either health and welfare or
vacation 1|:rogrm:1.~1. (In this example, the employer is combining the methods discussed above.
This method could be used in those cases where the employer provides some, but not all, of the
fringe benefits set forth in the wage determination);

Example 3: The minimum hourly wage received by the employe should never be less than
the total of the predetermined hourly basic rate of pay shown on the wage decision, plus the
aum of the fringe benefit payments set forth in the wage decision. It is possible, however, to
pay less than the minimum hourly wage rate in cash to the employe in those cases where the
employer provides fringe benefits in excess of those required by the wage decision, For exam-
ple, if the employe is an “Tron Worker” and is entitled to $3.50 per hour asa predetermined
hourly wage rate, plus $0.20 per hour in fringe benefit contributions, but the employer actu-
ally pays $0.30 per hour in fringe benefit contributions, (pursuant to a bargaining agreement
or other contract of employment), the employer may satisfy obligations ander the minimum
wage requirements if $3.80 per hour in cash is paid to the employe, and, in addition, fringe
benefit contributions are made in an amount not less than $0.30 per hour. (The wage rate
upon which overtime premium would be based, would continue to be at least the basic hourly
wage rate of §3.90.)

B. Overtime premium and fringe benefit payment examples:

n no event may the rate upon which overtime compensation i3 computed be less than the
predetermined hourly basic rate of pay shown on the applicable wage decision. In those cases
where an employe receives cash wages at a rate less than the predetermined rate, such em-
ploye is atill entitled to receive overtime compensation based upon not fess than the predeter-
mined hourly wage rate. i : .

Contributions made by an employe to fringe benefit pro%-ams are not excluded from the
regular or basic rate upon which overtime compensation is based. ’

Contributions made by an employer to fringe benefit programs, or paid in cash to the em-
ploye in leu of fringe benefit payments, are excluded from the regular or straight time or basie
rate upon which overtime compensation is based, except where such exelusion would reduce
the ratf,e upon which overtime is based {o an amount less than the predetermined hourly basie
rate of pay, :

Unless the wage determination specifies otherwise, the prevailing practice is to pay fringe
benelfits for any hours worked over the prevailing hours of labor per day or per calendar week
shown in the determination.

O\irertima compensation must be computed by use of the method most advantageous o the
employe.

Example It Overtime premium is never paid on fringe benefits, i.e,, the “Brush Painter” in
the illustration above with a basic hourly wage rate of $3.15, plus $0.46 per hour in fringe ben-
efit contributions, is never paid overtime premium based upon a rate of $3.60 per hour, How-
ever, the {llustration shows that it is general practice to include an hourly vacation benefit
payment for every hour worked in excess of 7 in a day or 35 in a week, The illustration shows
ihat it is also the area practice not to pay health and welfare and pension benefits on overtime

ours,

Example 2: While overtime compensation may not be computed on a rate less than the basic
hourly wage rate, it may be computed on a rate in excess of the basie hourly wage rate, If an
employer normally pays a “General Laborer” at a rate of $3.00 per hour as a straight-time
cash wage, not incfuding fringe benefit payments, while the applicable wage decision as shown
in the above ilfustration requires a wage rate of only $2.50 per hour, the “General Laborer” is
entitled to receive overtime wages based on the agreed upon regular hourly wage rate of $3.00,
In this example, the overtime wage rate must be not less than $4.5¢ per hour.
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Example 3: A “Plumber” is paid a basic hourly wage rate of $4,00 per hour, plus $0.40 in
fringe benefits, The employer makes the fringe benefit payments directly to established pro-
grams for all hours worked. The “Plumber” is entitled to an overtime premium rate of one
and one-half times the basic hourly rate, not includin§ fringe benefit payments, Therefore, in
the illustration, the proper overtime wage rate would be $6.40 ($4.00 per hour as the basic
hourly wage rate plus $2,00 per hour as the overtime premium plus $0.40 in fringe benefits),

Example 4: Under a similar situation, the employer pays $0.20 to the “Plumber” jn cash.
payments in lieu of fringe benefits and $0.20 to an established fringe benefit program, making
a total fringe benefit payment of $0.40 per hour as required by the illustration, Although the
“Plumber' receives £4,20 per hour in cash for all straight-time hours worked, the plumber is
still entitled to only $6.40 per hour as an overtime wage rate 234.00 per hour as the basic
hourly wage rate plus $2.00 per hour as the overtime premium plus $0.40 for fringe benefits),

Example 5: A “Plumber” is paid a regular wage rate of $4.40 per hour plus $0.40 in fringe
benefit payments, under a wage determination which requires 3 minimum hourly wage rate of
$4.00 per hour plus $0.40 in fringe benefit payments as shown in the illustration above. Since
overtime must be computed on the hourly wage rate actually paid, when such rate exceeda the
predetermined rate, the “Plumber” is entitled to an overtime wage rate of $7.00 per hour
($4.40 per hour as the regular hourly wage rate plus $2.20 per hour as the overtime premium-
plus $0.40 in fringe benefits).

Example 6: A *"Plumber” is paid $3.80 per hour in cash plus $0.60 in fringe benefit payments,
The employer, in addition to paying the required $0.40 in fringes, for atl hours worked, also
pays $0.20 per hour to a bona fide frin¥e benefit program for all hours worked which was ot
found by the department to be prevailing in the area. Since, when computing the wage rate
upon which overtime premium is based, such rate may never be less than the hourly basic rate
of pay shown in the applicable wage determination, the “Plumber” is entitled to an overtime
wage rate of $6,40 ($4.00 as the minimum hourly wage rate shown on the wage decision, Elus
52.00 per hour as the overtime premium plus $0.40 in fringe benefits), The employe would re-
ceive a cash overtime wage rate of at least $5.80 per hour. o

Faample 7: A “Carpenter” who is paid a predetermined minimum hourly wage rate of $4.00
plus $0.15 in fringe benefit payments for straight time hours and $0.225 for hours in excess of
straight time hours as shown in the itlustration above, is entitled to receive an hourly over-
time wage rate of $6.225 per hour ($4.00 as the hourly basic rate of pay plus $2.00 as the over-
time premium, plas $0.225 per hour for fringe benefit payments).

Examf!e 8: Under a wage decision which establishes a wage rate for *“Carpenters” asshown:
in the illustration above at $4.00 per hour plus $0.15 in fringe benefit payments for straight
time hours and contributions in the same progortions as the straight time rate is to the over-
time rate for hours worked in excess of straight time hours, an employer pays $3.80 per hour
plus £0.60 in fringes for all hours worked. The “Carpenter” is entitled to an overtime wage
rate of $6.225 (34,00 as the hourly basic rate of pay shown in the wage decision, plus $2.00 per
hour as the overtime premlum, plus $0.225 per hour for fringe benefit payments, as required
by the wage decision), ‘The employer may then deduct the $0.60 paid to the fringe benefit pro-
gram from this $6.225 figure with the result that the employe would receive a cash overtime
wage rate of at least $5.62b per hour. -

Example 9: An employer may pay a cash equivalent of any fringe benefit found prevailing by
the department. Such a cash equivalent would also be excludable in computing the regular or
basic rate. For example, the W construction contractor pays the “Two Axle Truck Drivers”
$3.166 in cash under a wage determination as shown in the illustration above which re?m a
basic hourly rate of $2.65 and a fringe benefit contribution equivalent of 50.6 cents. The eqn--
tractor pays the 50.6 cents in cash because no payments were made and no costs ineurred for
fringe benelits. The overtime premium in thiy case would be computed on a {:&ular or basie
rate of $2.66 an hour. However, in some cases a question of fact may be presented in ascertain-
ing whether or not a cash payment made to Iaborers or mechanies Is actually in lieu of a fringe
benefit or is simpl, %art of their straight time cash wage. In the latter sltuation, the cash pay-

a

inent is not excludable in computing overtime premium. Consider the examples set forth be-
ow; PR ' ‘

(1) The X construction contractor has for some time been paying $2.80 an hour to a ““T'wo
Axle Truck Driver” as the basic cash wage plus 50.8 cents an hour as a contribution to & wel-
fare and pension plan. The department determines that a basic hourly rate of $2.65 an hour
and a fringe benefit contribution equivalent of 50.6 cents for the plans shown in the above
Hlustration are prevailing, The basic hourly rate or re?-ular rate for overtime purposes would
be $2.90, the rate actually paid as a basic cash wage for the “Two Axle Truck Driver” em-
ploye of X, rather than the $2,65 rate determined as prevailing by the department.

{2) Under the same prevailing wage determination diséuasecl above In this paragraph, the ¥
construction contractor who has been paying $2.65 an hour as the basic cash wage on which
overtime compensation has been computed, reduces the cask wage to $2.40 an hour but com-
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putes the cost of benefits as $1.00 an hour. In this example the regular or basic hourly rate
would continue to be $2.65 an hour for computing overtime premium.

Exampte 10: A “Brush Painter” works the following hours during the workweek on covered
work under the illustrated wage determination above;

S MTWT F 8 Total
1610 8 8 6 ¢ 0 42

The employe has worked 8 hours over 7 in a day (Sunday, Monday, Tuesday and Wednes-
day), and has worked 7 hours over 35 in a workweek, therefore, the employe is entitled to 8
hours overtime wages, Since the daily number of overtime hours is greater than the weekly
number of overtime hours, the employe is entitled to 8 hours of overtime.

Example 11: A “General Laborer” (in the illustration‘above) works the following hours on
covered work during a workweek:

SMTWT F 5 Total

1010 8 8 6 10 052

The emplo¥‘e has worked 6 hours over 8 in a day {(Sunday, Monday, and Friday), and has
worked 12 hours over 40 in a workweek, therefore, the employe is entitled to 12 hours over-
time wages. The weekly number of overtime hours is the greatest.

Example 12: A “General Laborer” works the fellowing hours on covered work in the illustra-
tion above during a workweek:

The employe has worked & hours over 8 in a day Monday through Friday, and has worked 7
hours over 40 in a workweek, therefore, the employe is entitled to receive 7 hours overtime
compensatlon computed on a weekly basis,
